In the course of ‘my. tour, I mado it. point of visiting and interviewing the principal 
ramindurs and civil offcors in the district, in order to obtain infonnutios beating on points 
of vaiue in connection with the project.’ I feel it my duty to soknowledge my indebtedness 
to these gentlemen for the help extended to me. 

Before, proceeding to furnish dotailed information regarding the oxport and import 
Frade of each of those centres, it might be us well to. give a gonoral idee ‘of th character, 
products, and communications of the wh¢ le district under consideration. 

Character and Products.—The country situated between Kotchandpur and Shibnibash 
hardly merits mention. At the time of my visit only @ very small b was under 
cultivation. Jute is grown,.to a small extent, in tho immediate vicinity of Shibnibash, 
seeds and grain being the chief products as Kotchandpur is approached. A marked im.

Khotchandpur is connected with the Kastern Bengal State Railway by road with the 
Bengal Contral Railway at Jhikergaohi by river, and has river communiostion with Guleuhe 
and the eastern districts of Ben 

‘Tho trade of tho town is chieily with Onloutta and Narainganj, molassos bei 
despatched in very largo quantities to the latter place. The whole of this traific is condueted: 
dy country boats. ‘The rate is 4 ennas por maund, 

As you atv fally aware, a groat portion of the trale with Calcutta, which was formerly 
conveyed by the Easton Bengal State Railwa being carted betwoou. Shibnibash and 
the Kotehandpur out-agoncy—has, owing to the establishment at Kotchandpar ‘by the 
Bengal Central Railway of a stoamer agency, whose rates aro cheaper, been diverted to 
that Lino oi Jhinkergnchi. From the records of the Eastern Bengal ‘Stato Railway out 
agenoy at Ketohandpur, I found that the exports vid Shibnibash, for the year 1901 wore 
1,176 fons Jess than the exports of the preceding year. 

There is no doubt that, wore railway communication established, the whole of the 
export and import trade of the town, with the exonption ‘of molasses, would be secured, as 
cheapor and more rapid means of transport would be afforded. it is doubttal whe thes 
the railway would soonro any of the molasses traffic. Mr. E. G. MacLeod, tho largest 
merohant in Kotchandpur, is of opinion that it would not, as molasses is sent in large earthen

I havo no doubt that, were railway communication 
established, there would be a marked development in the trad.

‘The town, or rather tho village 
of Magura, és practically the trade centre of the whole subdivision. The exports consist of 
grain and pulses, jute, linseed. mustard seed, gar and oileakes. ‘The chief imports are paddy, 
salt, mustard oil, kerosine oil, piece-goods, cotton twist and tobacco. The entire trade ws 
carried on by boats on the Nobogunga river, With the exception of rive, which is imported 
from Barisal, the remainder of the trade is with Caloutta. 

‘A sorvioe of steamers runs, on alternate days, betwoon Khulna and Benodepur. 

During the rainy season, this place is oat. off from dirost communication by land with 
tho wostern parts of the district, as tho roads, being kutcha, aro rendered impossible to all 
desoriptidns of traffic. The inhabitants sulfor much inconvenience in congoquenoo, In order 
to travel westward, they have first to travel by boat as far south as Khulna and take tho 
rail from that place. 

‘There aro some traders in jute at Magura, 

Boat, competition is sure to be very severe, should an alternative route by railway be 
afforded the town, Saving of time will, of course, be in favour of the railway. The 
journey by boat to Caloutte oooupies about two woeks. ‘The traders express willingness to 
despatoh their goods by rail. 

Suthopa Alter completing my enqutis at Magura, Tproooded to Sulkopa by way of 
Thonida, there being no road of any description between Magura and the formor place. It 
‘is on the loft bank of the Kumar river, about 12 miles distant from Jhenida, It is the seat 
ofa fairly large export and import trade. Tho chief exports are jute, linseed, grain, gir, 
‘mustard seed, tamarind and onions, the imports being salt, kerosine oil, cloth, iron, cotton 
twist, sugar, mustard oil, timber, coal, betelnuts and rice. Jd is the trade contre of 'a large 
area ing on Loth banks of the Kumar riv 

uring the rainy season communication by water with Kushtos and Kumarkhally is 
ossible, and oloth, iron and timber aro obtainod by these routos. ‘Tho romainder of the 
import and export trade is with Calcutta by the Nobogunga river, A certain amount, 
however, is carried by boat as far as Singia and Nawapara stations on the Bengal Central 
Railway’ and railed thence to Caloutta. ‘This fact led mo to think thet, if railway communi 
‘ation were opened to Magura, the greater portion, at any rate, of the Sulkopa trado would 
take the rail at that point. If this could be attained, it would obviato the noosssity of 
running ine to Sulkopa, In my opinion with the severe oompetition with boats 
for the trade of the centres on the Nobogunga river, which may bo expected, 4 will not b2 
profitable at first, at any rate, fo have two lines with hardly a distance of 20 miles between their 
terminal poiits running to. the river. ‘Tho traders inform mo that, unless the railway ran 
direot to. Sulkopa, they would continue to despatch their goods by boats to Caleatta, as thay 
aro now doing; but as they are naturally desirous of having railway communication’ as near 
at hand as possible, I do not attach much importanoe to their statement. 

Betweon Sulkopa and Magara, lying on the banks of the Kumar river are a few 
villages which oaery on an indopondont trade, wholly in jute, with Calcutta by country boat. 
‘The ‘most important are Abaipur, about midway between Sulkopa and Magura and Barasat 
‘at no great distanoo from Magura. From the estimates furnished me from various sources 
I should place the whole of the jute trade from this country at about 8,00,000 maunds yearly. 
From Baraset alone, Mr. Tweedie informed mo more than 1,00,000 maunds was despatched 
net yoar. Abaipur despatches » great deal more than this amount. 

‘Conclusions. —From. what has boon stated in tho foregoing paragraphs, I think the 
following points will be apparent :

situated on tho Chitra river, about 8 miles east of Kotohandpur, and is connected with the 
latter place by a good motalled road. The road from Jessore to Jhenida 98 through 
Kalixanj; the distance to Jossore is 18 miles and to Jhenida 10 miles, is also a 
motalled road in good order. A kutcha road from Chooadanga also terminates at Kaliganj. 
‘Thore are a number of largo villages along this road, the trade of which centres on Kaligan. 
Tt will thus be soon that the town ocoupies an important situation. 

Tike Kotehandpur, i is inebted fo 1 wommoro in wager for its prominence, Though 
ot actalle a manulactaring contro itis lange distributing nusleus Tor the ‘manu. 
factories in the adjacent country. Most of these manufactories are situated on tho banks of 
the Chitra siver below Kaliganj. 

‘Tho chiot exports aro gur, mustand seed, Linseod and grain, Kerosine oil, mustard oil, 
castor oil, salt, and rico form the principal imports. 

“Tae trade’ of this village ix chiefly with Calewtia.—A small portion of tho imports is 
obtained from Kotobandpur. Grir, a8 has beon alrondy stated, is distributed to the manu- 
facturing centres in the vicinity, A’ groat portion of tho export and import trade flows 
the road between Kaliganj and Jossore, whouce railway communication to Oaloutta is 
favailable. Kerosine oil, salt and rioo—the latter from Bi is conveyed by boats from 
Calcutta, ‘The sugar and molasses obtained from tho géx, distributed by Kaliganj to the 
mantufacturing contres on the banks of the Chitra river, ate also conveyed Jy boats to Calcutta 
and Narainganj respectively.

to the schedule of rates appended to this report, 
‘Jhaniila.— Thenide, sitoated on the Nobogunga river, is the head-quarters of a subdivision. 
It is the contro of a largo and exceedingly fertile distriot, and is connedted by-roads with 


‘Chooadange, Kaliganj, and Magura, the distance to Choondange, which is the 
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noarest railway station, being 22 miles. The Nobogunga is only navigable by: small countr; 

boats for a eras Sa fia teen Owing to this fact, end fo ita groat dltance teow te 

earetzuilway sation by road, involving heavy ousting elurges for transport, the trade of 

the place has boon naturally restricted. “L have no doabt thet, were railway gommuncticn 
‘established, thore would be a marked development in the trade. 

‘The chief exports are gir, mustard soed, linseed and grain; the chiof imports kerosino 
oil, salt, mustard oil, castor oi! and pieoe-goods. Almost the entire trade is conducted by 
carts between this ‘village and Chooadanga. A cortain amount of gir is sent by carts to 

{ Alamdanga, Eastern Bengal Stato Railway. 

Magirs.—T lft Shenide on the morning of the 16th, December, and roashod Magar 
early on tho same-day after traversing 17 miles of kntoha road. Magura is also tho head- 
quarter of a subdivision, and is situated jast below tho junction of the Nobogunga_ and 

‘umar rivers. The only communication by land are the roads to Jhenida and Jessore and a 
road 6 miles in length to Benodepur on the Noboguage river. ‘The town, or rather the vllae 
of Magura, is practically ths trade centre of the whole subdivision. The exports consist of 
grain and pulses, jute, linseed, mustard seed, gar and oileakes. ‘Tho chief imports are paddy, 
salt, mustard oil, kerosine oil, piece-goods, cotton twist and tobacoo. The entire trade 
carried on by boats on the Nobogunga river. With the exooption of rive, which is imported 
from Barisal, the remainder of the trade is with Oaloutta. 

A service of stoamers runs, on alternate days, betwoon Khulna and Benodepur. 

During tho rainy season, this place is out off from diroct communication by land with 
the wostern parts of the district, as tho roads, boing kutcha, aro rendored impossible to all 
doscriptidns of traffic. ‘The inhabitants suffer mach inconvenience in consequence. In order 
to travel westward, they have first to travel by boat as far south as Khulna and take the 
rail from that place. 

‘There aro some traders in jute at Magura, 

Boat, competition is sure to be vory s:vero, should an alternative route by railway be 
afforded the town, Saving of time Will, of course, be in favour of the railway. ‘The 
joumey by boat to Onloutta oooupies about’ two wooks. ‘Ihe traders expross willingaess to 
‘despatoh their goods by x 

‘Sulkopa.—Alter completing my enquiries at Magura, I proceeded to Sulkopa by way of 
Thenida, there being no road of any desoription between Magura and tho formor plac. It 
is on the left bank of the Kumar river, about 12 miles distant from Jhenida. It is the seat 
ofa fairly large export and import trade. The chief exports arc jute, linseed, grain, gir, 
mustard seed, tamarind and onions, the imports being salt, kerosise oil, loth, iron, cotton 
twist, sugar, mustard oil, timber, coal, botelnuts and rice. Il ia the trade cenére of a large 
area lying on Loth banks of the Kumar river. 

During the rainy season communication by water with Kushtea and Kumarkhally 

oasible, and oloth, iron and timber are obtained by these routes. ‘The remainder of the 
import and export trade is with Caloutta by the Nobogunga river, A. certain amount, 
however, is carried by boat as far as Singia and Nawapara stations on the Bengal Central 
Railway and roiled thence to Calcutta. This fact led me to think thut, if railway ‘communi= 
ation were opened to Magura, the greater portion, at apy rate, of the Sulkopa trade would 
take the rail at that point. If ‘this could be attained, it would obviate the noocssity of 
running a branch line to Sulkopa. In my opinion with the severe competition with boats 
for the trade of the centres on the Nobogunga rivor, which may bo expooted, i will not bs 
profitable at first, ny rate, fo hace two lines with hardly a distance of 20 miles belwoen their 
ferminal points running to the ricer. The traders inform me that, unless the railway ran 
Aireot to Sulkopa, they would continue to despatoh their goods by boats to Caloatta, as they 
are now doing; but as they are naturally desirous of having railway communication’ as neat 
at hand as possible, T do not attach much importanoe to their statement, 

Between Sulkopa and Magura, lying on the banks of the Kumar river are a fow 
villages which carry on an independent trade, wholly in jute, with Calcutta by country boat. 
‘The most important are Abaipur, about midway between Sulkopa and Magura and Barasat 
at no great distance from Magura. From the estimates furnished me from various sources 
I should place the whole of the jute trade from this country at about 8,00,000 maunds yearly. 
‘From Baraset alone, Mr. Tweedie informed me more than 1,00,000 maunds was despatched 
last year. Abaipur despatches a great deal more than this amount. 

Oonclurions.—From what has been stated in tho foregoing paragraphs, I think the 
following points will bo apparent :— 

<1) That, in regard to the trade of Magura and Sulkopa, competition with count 
boats will be vory keen “ed a eae is 
(@) That, so far as the other trade centres aro concerned, little fear nood be entertained 
‘of the result of competition with country boats, 
(8) That the trade of both Kaliganj and Jhonida, specially that of the lattor place, 
are likely to develop greatly in the event of railway communication through 
these contres being established. * 
(4) That Kaliganj being a largo trading contro should be made an obligatory point. 
1 Preposals.—In_ order, therefore, to secure the greatest amount of traffic, T am of opinion 
‘that the most advantageous route would be vid Khallispur, Kaligany and Jhenida, and that the 
‘construction of the branch to Sulkopa should bo postponed, until the competition by boats 
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or 
‘at Magura has beon reduedil, and it has been soon what route the traffic on the Kumar river 
north of takes. ‘Tho difference in length between this route and the route to 
Magura direct vi Kaliganj is 7 miles; but in the event of the latter route being 
and should it be subsequently considered desirable to. construct « branch Tine. to Sulk 
rail connection between Jhenida and Kaliganj would be nooossary.

‘am unable to say to what extent the lino will be asod by passongers, as T had no 
means of obtaining figures on this pont. As the country travers thiekly populated, and 
the line passes through tho head quarters of two of the subdivisions, it may be confidently 
‘assumed that the local passenger traffic will be heavy.

boat and cart are appended. As regards the former, the figures were furnished me by 
the traders of the place, and I have reason to believe that they are approximately oorreot, 
as in the instance of Kotchandpur I submitted the estimates to Mr. MacLeod, who informed 
mo that they were approximately true.
